With respect to argument B(l) that Bowen does not disclose options are selected without modification to the hardware description. Bowen discloses 
reusable software system wherein a single behavioral description used in for a number of hardware and software, para [0041-0042], i.e., without 
modifying the behavioral description. Therefore, the terminology may not match word to word, the substance of the invention can be paralleled in 
Bowen. 

With respect to arguments of combinaiton refereces with Bowen and Duboc, It is noted that the rejection clearly points out where the combination of 
Bowen and Duboc teach the claimed features and why it would have been obvious to combine their teachings. Specifically, the rejection points out that 
the motivation to compiling the hardware description to produce a structural model comprising each instantiation of the peripheral device with the 
selected options of the different configurations for that instantiation would be to provide an apparatus, program product and method for use in 
automating the design of a custom DSP integrated circuit from a preexisting DSP core block and one or more additional circuit blocks interfaced with the 
DSP core block as suggested by Duboc (col.
